The suspension of the coal indus- 


try dates back to last April 1, when 
the working 
agreement between 


mine operators 
and 
the 
United 


Mine Workers camo to an end. 


A »hort time prior to the expira- 


tion of tho working agrejx'tit the 
*nin« workers invited «•' conference 
with the operatom in the central 
competitive field. But it was 
de- 


clined by certain groups of operat- 
ors, and the coal mining controversy 
ended in the strike of April 1. It 
was instantly made nation-wide. 


OUTLINES COAL STRIKE. 
I 


It is to bo noted that when the 


Minpcnsioa began large 
stocks of 


coal wer» on hand, When 
these 


stocks on hand began to reach such 
diminution as to menace industry 
and hinder transportation, approx- 
imately June 1, overtures were ini- 
tiated by the government in the 
hop? of expediting settlement. None 
ef these 
availed. 
The 
dominent 


groups nmonK the operators were 
insistent on having district acree- 
raants; tho dominant mine workers 
w«re demanding a nation-wide set- 
tlement, 


A conference of tho coal operat- 


ors' associations and the 
general 


and district officials of the United 
Mine Workers was called to meet in 
Washington on July 1- The confer- 
ence did not develop even a 
hope. 


Appraising correctly the hopeless- 
ness of the situation I again invit- 
ed both operators and workers and 
operators to meet with me and ten- 
dered a settlement of so justly in- 
spired that it was difficult to see 
how any one believing in industrial 
pence a'nd justice to all concerned 
could reject it. 
In 
substance, it 


called on tho 
operators to 
open 


their mines, on the mine workers to 
resume work at the same pay and 
under the same working conditions 
as prevailed at the time tho strike 
began. 
In turn, the 
government 


was to create at once a coal com- 
mission or two of them, if preferred 
by all pHftiss to the dispute, so 
that on* could deal -with the bitum- 
inous situation, the other with the 
problems in the anthracite field. 


The anthracite operators prompt- 


ly accepted the entire proposal. The 
mine workers refused to 
resume 


work under the 
arbitration plan. 


The majority of the bituminous op- 
orators filed an acceptance but a 
considerable minority declined the 
proposal. 


I GOVERNMENT TAKES HAND. I 


Under these circumstances having 


no authority to demand compliance, 
the government had no other course 
than to invite a resumption of pro- 
duction under the rights of all par- 
tier, to the controversy with assur- 
ance of government protection of 
each and every one in his 
lawful 


pursuits. But little, or no new pro- 
duction followed. . The simple but 
-lignificont truth was revealed that, 
except for such coal as comes from 
the districts worked by non-organ- 
ized mines, the country is at the 
mercy of tho United Mine Workers. 


In the bituminous coal fields are 


vastly more mines and miners than 
are requisite to the country's needs. 
Interrupted 
transportation sorely 


broken employment, tho failure to 
develop storage against enlarged- 
demands and inadequate carrying— 
all these present problems bearing 
on righteous wage adjustment, de- 
mand constructive solution.

disputes should arise. 
It w»s in- 


evitable that 
some readjustments 


should follow. Naturally these re 
adj'ustrnent* were resisted. 
The 


administrative government o n l y 
held that the labor board was the 
lawful agency of the government to 
hear- and 'decide disputes and its 
authority must bo sustained. 
This 


must be 50, whether the carriers or 
the employes ignore its decisions. 


Unhappily a number of decisions 


of this Board had been ignored by 
the carriers. In only one instance, 
however, had a decision challenged 
by a carrier, been brought to the 
attention of the department of jus- 
tice, and this decision ha» recently 
been sustained in the federal court 
of appeals. The public or the ex- 
ecutive had no knowledge of the 
ignored decisions 
in 
other cases. 


When these failures of many of the 
carriers to abide by decisions of the 
board were brought to my atten- 
tion, I could more fairly appraise 
the feelings of the strikers, though 
they had a remedy without seeking- 
to paralyze interstate commerce. 
| 
OUTLIN'ES PROPOSALS.. 
j 


In the tentative proposals which 


I sponsored, it was provided that 
everybody should go to work, with 


seniority 
rights unimpaired, that 


thert should be no discrimination 
by either workmen or carriers 
against workmen who did or did 
not strike. I realited that the Pr°- 
posal muit carry a disappointment 
to employes who h»d inherited pro- 
motion by staying loyally on the 
job, and to such now men at had 
sought jobs looking to permanent 
employment but I wanted' the fresh 
start and maintained 
transporta- 


tion service 
and I appraised the 


disappointment of 
the 
few to be 


less important than the impending 
misfortune to the nation. 


I believed thli matter of transcend- 


ent importance was the acceptance 
of the proposal to respect the la- 
bor board's decisions. 


The proposal was rejected by the 


carriers. 
This left the government 


only one course,—to call the strik- 
ing workmen to return to work; to 
call the carriers to assign them to 
work, and leave the dispute about 
seniority to the labor board for de- 
cision. When negotiation or media- 
tion fails, the government can have 
no chart .for its course except the

e To thi» call a majority of the 
carriers responded favorably pro^ 
posing to re-employ all strikers ex- 
cept those guilty of violence against 
ivorkmen or 
property, to restore 


the striking workmen to their old 
positions where vacant, or to-Hke 
positions where vacancies are fill- 
ed; questions of seniority to go to 
the labor board for decision. This 
proposal has not been accepted. 


i STRIKES IMPAIR COMMERCE. 


Thus tha narrative brings us to 


the present moment, but it has not

concern.

developed here and there, seriously 
impairing interstate commerce, de- 
ierted trans-continental

in

nave revealed the cruelty and con- 
tcnipt for law on the part of some 
railway employes and violence in a

failure of the striking unions to 
hold their forces to law observance. 
Men who refused to strike and risk-

need have^ been cruelly attacked and 
wounded or 
killed-

hava been assaulted, humiliated and 
hindered in their duties: There is 
a state of lawlessness shocking to 
every conception of American law 
and order. 
At 
no time has" the 


federal government been unready 
or unwilling to gl5[e" its support 
but in no case has state authority 
confessed ita inabilty to cope with 
the situation and asked for federal 
assistance. • 


Under these 
opn-ditions of hin- 


drance and intimidation there has 
been such a lack of care-'of motive 
power. as to 
threaten the break- 


down of transportation. This very 
serious menace is magnified by the 
millions of losses to fruit growers 
and other producers 
of. perishable 


foodstuffs, and 
comparable 
losses 


to farmers. 
Even worse, it Js hin- 


dering the transport of available 
coal when industry is on the verge 
of paralysis and life and health are 
menaced. 
Surely 
the threatening 


conditions must impress 
the con- 


gress and the country that no body 
of men, shall be permitted to choose 
a course which imperils public wel- 
fare. 
It is fundamental to all free- 


dom that all men have unquestion- 
ed rights to lawful pursuits to work 
and to live and choose their own 
lawful ways to happiness. In these 
strikes these rights have been de- 
nied by assault and 
violence, by 


armed lawlessness. These conditions 
cannot remain in free America. If 
free men cannot toil according to 
their own lawful choosing, all our 
constitutional 
guaranties 
born of 


Democracy are surrendered to mob- 
ocracy. 


USE EXISTING LAWS 
| 


It is' not my thoug-ht to ask con- 


gress to deal with theso fundamen- 
tal problems at this time. There 'is 
existing law by which to settle the 
prevailing disputes. It is my pur- 
pose to invoke these laws, civil and 
Criminal, against all offenders alike. 


The legal 
safeguarding against 


like menaces in the future must be 
worked out when no passion sways. 


One specific thing I must ask at | 


j'our hands at the earliest possible 
moment. There is pending a bill to 
provide for the better protection of 
aliens and for the enforcement of 
their treaty rights. 


The matter has been before con- 


gress on many previous occasions, 
several presidents., have been faced 
with this problem, • 


My renewal of this oft-made rec- 


ommendatinn is impelled by a piti- 
able sense of federal irapotenca to 
deal with the

In Chat butchery of human beings, 
wrought' in madness,-' it is alleged 
that two aliens were murdered. 


Had it happened in any other land 


than our own we should have pitied 
the civilization that would tolerate 
and sorrow for the government, un- 
willing or unable, to mete out jiut 
punishment.' 


ASKS END OF CRIMES 


It is deplorable that there are or 


can be American communities where 
even there are citizens, not to speak 
of public official's who believe mob 
warfare is admissable to cure any 
situation. I wish the federal gov- 
ernment to be able to put an end 
to such crimes against civilization 
and punish those 
who 
sanction

CHILDREN'S CLOTHES 


"I wonder what wag th« matter 


with Mary's last dress? It simply 
didn't wear at all." 
How often we 
hear mothers making: statements 
like that. 


Clothes for children, when you 


consider the hard wear to which 
they are subjected, and the fre- 
quency with which they must b« re- 
placed, are just as significant an 
item of expense as our own, and 
a few suggestions about their 
choice and care may help you to 
buy wisely. 


Material 
for children's dresses 


dresses should be chosen 
f°*.f£~ 


durance and fast color. A child* 
dress needs frequent washing, and 
for that reason most 'mothers pre- 
fer cotton to many other materials. 
As a 'general rula, materials that 
are- yarn-died, such as gingham, 
chambray, and some cotton crepes, 
will be less likely to fade than 
"print" goods, unless they are es- 
pecially well woven and printed in 
very fast colors. 


Uittle children are apt to get 


spots on their clothing, and so a 
fabric that can be easily and quick- 
ly sponged off with water is much 
better than one where the Whole 
garment has to go into the laundry- 
each time. In making or buying a 
child's dress you should always con- 
sider the amount of time it will re- 
quire 
in the tub. Light-weight 


goods are easier to wash than 
heavy ones, and loosely-woven ma- 
terials than those solid and tightly 
woven; fancy trimming and cheap 
lace take time and soon wear out, 
in general, wool does not wash so 
easily as cotton, but all wool serges 
of firm weave wash well. To cut 
down the laundry, mothers are us- 
ing to an increasing- extent the at- 
tractively simple and crinkly seer- 
suckers and crepes, which_ do not 
require ironing after washing. 


A child's clothing should never 


be too good to play in, but this 
does not mean that the 
frocks 


should be ugly. Children are very 
sensitive to gay colors and pretty 
clothes, and if dressed in ugly, drab 
garments are sure to grow timid 
and sullen in company with their 
crijrht, prettily-dressed playmates. 
As little folks outgrow their gar- 
ments quickly, only a few at a time, 
to be worn frequently, is the best 
plan. Dresses for little girls should 
have bloomers of matching mater- 
ial to allow her the same freedom 


at her brother. 
Until a few years «go any ready- 


made clothing for children wai too 
elaborate and flinuy <pr every-day 
wear, but now you can find on th§) 
market garments of the best ma- 
terial, that are both simply and well 
made, and you can even rely on 
ready-made clothes if you are oth- 
erwise employed and haven't tarn* 
to sew.

Backed Up Quickly

THE SUBSIDIZED PRESS 


Arthur S. Draper, London correspondent of 


the New York Tribune, recently expressed an 
interesting view of European press conditions.

today no nation can get-along without its pub- 
licity representative. 


"There are-facts that support tke charge that 


some European papers, particularly or. the con- 
tinent, accept Government subsidies and. even 
receive money from the embassies of foreign 
powers, sell their editorial columns and manu- 
facture public opinion at so ,much an article. 
In defense it is argued that'otherwise some of 
them, because of the small returns from ad- 
vertising and circulation, would not be.able to 
exist. Not Bolshevist gold alone has been used 
to prostitute papers." 


Concerning the attempt to control the press 


in England through the granting of honors to 
newspaper proprietors and editors, Draper Said: 


"An unprejudiced observer would say that 


they were more deserved than those conferrec 
on many others outside of the journalistic pro- 
fession." 


Draper said that, in his opinion, there was no 


question that "every titled English editor of 
the class would deny strenuously that his pro 
fessional freedom was restricted, or that he 
was under1 any sort of obligation to the govern- 
ment through his acceptance of an honor. Many 
newspapers whose proprietors hold titles have 
joined in the campaign for the abolishment of 
the system under which their honors -were con- 
ferred. 
If. a vote of the people were taken, I 


believe it is fairly certain that the., majority 
would approve of most of the journalists se- 
lected." 


"Our press has been steadily going back, and 


Europe has been advancing," he'said. "That is 
one direct1 result of the war. We were swamp- 
ed by propaganda during-the war, and were 
told'it was. absolutely essential to the winning 
of the war. If what we said in our propaganda 
was true, then the German"?' were lying; if they 
told the truth, then we were lying. 
That sys- 


tem left a deep mark on the British press."
